1,  GENERAL:  Operition  BOLiJEG  is  a  large  scale  search  and  destroy 
operation  being  conducted  bj'-the  173d  Airborne  Brigade.  The  operation  has 
a  two-fold  missionj  to  seckout,  destroy  or  capture  the  enemj''  and/or  his 
equipment  j  to  deny  the  enemy  the  bountiful  food  resources  •>  vail  able  in  the 
TUY  HOA  Valley,  This  operation  is  th»^  first  combat  oi:)er’tion  -n  vrhich  the 
3d  Battalion  participated.

11.  IKTELLIG£1^CE: 

a.  Enemy  Situation  Prior  to  Operation:  ?rior  to  commencement 
of  Opn  BOLLING  the  following  enemy  units  were  boleived  to  be  in  the  area 
of  interest:  the  4th,  5th,  and  6th  Battalions  of  the  95th  liVA  Rogtiment; 

30th  MF  VC  Bnj  377th  LF  Coj  85th  LF  Bn,  indications  were  that  the  enemy 
would  concentrate  on  gathering  rice  and  foodstuff  during  tho  rice  harv^est, 
and  attempt  to  avoid  contact  except  when  cleaiO.y  to  his  advantage  or  when 
trapped. 


b.  Order  of  Bit  tie  Findings  and  Summary  of  the  AO: 

(1)  Estimated  strength  prior  to  3-503d  Joining  Opn  BOL'’  I-  G 
was  3  Battalions  with  approx  300  men  per  Battalion  from  the  95th  I'JV'L  Regt^ 
30th  MF  Bn  approx  350  men,  the  15th  LF  Bn  approx  300  men,  and  the  377th 
LF  Co  with  approx  80  men. 

(2)  These  units  wore  located  within  tho  T40R  or  in  close 
proximity.  Tho  battalions  of  tho  95th  NVA  Regt  were  located  vie  of:  4th 
Bn  Vic  CQ  1061,  5th  Bn  vie  CQ  0544,  6th  Bn  vie  of  DONG  XU.VN.  The  30th 

I4F  Bn  was  operating  in  AO  G^lNDER  to  the  Povvth,  tho  85th  LF  Bn  was  operating 
in  vie  BQ  9871  and  the  377th  LF  Co  was  opfcr-«ting  around  the  TUY  HO^.  area, 

(3)  During  the  3-503d  paurticipation  in  Opn  BOLUNG  thore 
was  no  significant  change  to  the  order  of  b*xttlo  within  the  T.iCR.  Two 
major  contacts  with  the  eneny  were  made.  One  on  the  '-th  of  Dec  1.967  and 
tinother  on  27th  Dec  1967.  Both  contacts  wex  j  made  with  NV  .  units  of  tho  95th 
Regiment. 


(4)  Weather:  The  monsoon  had  brought  mostly  cloudly  skies  in 
the  morning  and  rainshowers  at  night,  Gonerni-lv  cloud/  weather  and  light 
rainshowors  persisted  until  lOOOH,  The  sty  conditions  were  500'  scattered

2,500'  broken  with  visibilit  6-7  miles.  Winds  during  this  period  were 
genorilly  from  the  NNE  at  gusts  up  to  18  knots.  Rainshowers  were  numerous 
during  the  period  occuring  during  the  period  from  2200H  and  continuing  to 
lOOOH,  Fog  v/as  heavy  during  the  early  morning  hours,  during  the  period  O6OOH 
to  09OOH  normally.  Temperatures  ranged  from  72°  to  85°. 

(5)  Terrain:  The  relief  of  the  TAOil  is  characterized  hy 
high  mountains  with  dense  \mdorgrowth  and  40-5 C  feet  high  canopy  of 
broadleaf  and  dense  evergreen.  Cultivated  fields  are  found  throughout  the 
irea.  During  the  rainy  season  streams  were  characterized  by  swift  running 
water,  and  during  dry  periods  streams  were  normally  dr;/'.  Cover  and  con¬ 
cealment  was  plentiful  throughout  the  AO  due  to  dense. undergrowth  and  dense 
forest.  Critical  terrain  features  were  the  high  ground  overlooking  the  TUY 
HOA  Valley  to  the  East.  Avenues  of  approach  were  excellent  in  the  area  of 
interest. 


c.  Psychological  operations  were  conducted  in  conjunction  with 
tactical  operations  to  aid  in  disaffection  and  desertion  through  the  CHI1?U 
HOI  program,  and  to  deny  support  to  the  VG/tNX  by  encouraging  support  for 
the  government  of  Vietnam.  Psy  opns  were  effective  in  the  AO.  Interrogation 
reports  received  substantiated  this  fact.  On  21  j'^ov  67  the  '47th  ARVl'I  Plegt 
apprehended  a  CHEIU  HOI  at  coord  CQ  030390,  this  GHEIU  HOI  stated  the 
disatisfaction  of  personnel  within  liis  unit.  This  indicated  a  need  for  more 
ps3’-chological  ORI'S  within  the  AO,  Le.aflots  were  printed  overnight  with 
cooperation  -^f  the  245th  Psy  Op  Company.  These  leaflets  were  special 
type  made  al'ociffd  .11.-  for  personnel  of  the  95th  WJi  Hogt,  with  photo¬ 
graph  of  the  CHEIU  HOI  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  theme,  emphasizing  the 
care  taken  of  the  CHfilU  HOI's.  CHEIU  KOI's  also  stated  that  leaflets  were 
effective  and  that  leaders  did  not  allow  personnel  to  road  them.  Loud¬ 
speaker  broadcasts  consisted  of  a  20  minute  tape,  CKEIU  KOI  personnel  ?lso 
made  in  flight  propaganda  broadcasts,

17.  COJIi-iANDER’S  AilALISIS  MD  WESSONS  LBiil'IED:  During  Operation  BOLLING 
the  3d  Battalion  (Airborne)  503d  Infeuitr^r  was  opposed  largely  by  NVA  units. 
With  the  exception  of  the  battle  on  27  Dec  1967,  those  units  wore  ill-equipped 
and  inadequately  supplied.  Only  when  and  vfhere  the  enemy  had  strong  defensive 
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positions  and  could  not  vAt'  draw  did  he  initiate  contact.  Normally  the 
enemy  moved  in  small  groups,  generall7/‘  squad  size,  and  avoided  contact. 

This,  cQupled  with  the  personnel  strengths  at  which  the  rifle  companies 
deployed)  necessitated  maneuvering  rifle  companies  in  platoon  size  elements. 
The  battle  on  27  Dec  placed  greater  emphasis  on  the  effective  and  timely 
use  of  Tactical  Air  and  Artillery  support  both  during  contact  and  as  har- 
rassing  and  interdictory  fires.  Overall,  the  terrain,  enemy,  and  mission 
provided  the  ”itOCll  BATTALION”  the  opportunity  to  shake  down  and  establish 
firm  standing  operating  procedures  for  future  operations.  Although  the 
Battalion  experienced  no  new  lessons  learned,  the  following  techniques  were 
used  by  the  Battalion, 

a.  Stay  Behind  Forne  at  Lager  Sites:  A  small  element  (normally  a 
squad)  sets  up  an  ambush  in  vie  of  Co  night  lager  site  when  the  company 
deuarts  the  area.  This  has  proven  particularly  effective  v;hen  the  area 
is  relatively  onen  and  when  a  lagor  site  has  been  under  observation  by 
VC/E'IVA. 


b.  Prep  of  LZsi  This  Battalion  normally  uses  a  two  to  four  minute 
Art^r  r.rep  on  CA's,  The  last  rounds  fired  are  WP  to  indicate  LZ  is  clear  for 
*»ircraft.  To  break  up  the  pattern  of  the  prep  of  LZs  and  to  lure  the  enemy 
out  of  their  holes  two  preps  are  conducted.  WP  rounds  are  fired  at  the 

end  of  the  first  orep  and  one  minui-e  later  a  second  prep  is  fired.  The  gun- 
ships  and  slicks  come  in  behind  the  second  prep. 

Timing  is  a  critical  factor  in  the  conduct  of  an 
airmobile  assault.  The  effect  of  a  prep  may  be  wasted  if  the  ships  are  not  on 
the  LZ  within  30-45  seconds  of  the  last  round  fired.  The  Maneuver  battalion 
commander  should  be  in  direct  communication  (preferably  in  the  same  aircraft) 
v;ith  the  commander  of  the  assault  aircraft.  When  the  aircraft  are  eight 
minutes  from  touchdown  the  maneuver  battalion  commander  commences  a  time  on 
target  comtclov/n  for  last  rounds  on  target  using  a  stopx^'^tch.  The  bn  arty  LNO 

(also  in  C(?C  aircraft)  and  '■.he  army  aviation  commander  base  their  actions  on 
this  timing.  A  continuous  check  is  made  with  the  aprroaching  airer  ft  to 
insure  the  time  schedule  is  ar  rer.  Should  any  adjustment  be  necessary  the 
timing  f''r  last  rounds  on  target  is  adjusted.  Each  firing  unit  reports  tubes 
clear  and  WP  on  the  way.  The  maneuver  battalion  and  army  aviation  commanders 
are  advised,  ’’Tubes  clear,  V/P  v/ill  land  in  X  number  of  seconds,”  The  aircraft 
are  cleared  for  final  aptroach.  The  gunships  commence  firing  v;hen  the  UP 
hits  the  ground, 

c.  Units  liove  With  5  Day  Supply  Load:  To  enable  units  to  ’’get  lost” 
...fter  a  CA,  companies  are  at  tines  carr-d.ng  5  days  supply  of  rations,  ammo, 
and  ba-cteries.  The  company  moves  off  the  LZ  ?ind  sets  up  on  operational 
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base  for  2  days.  The  distance  from  the  LZ  will  depend  on  the  terrain. 

Platoons  drop  their  rucksacks  at  this  central  location  and  run  platoon  size 
patrols  for  2  days.  The  company  then  moves  out  with  the  standard  3  daya 
supply  load.  No  helicopters  are  flown  over  the  company  AO  except  for  emer¬ 
gencies. 

d.  Ambush  of  PZst  l-/hen  two  companies  are  woricing  within  close 
prrxJ.iiiity  of  each  other  and  one  is  to  be  extracted  by  chonoer  the  other  company 
clandestinely  moves  by  foot  to  the  area  from  which  the  first  company  is  to  be 
extracted.  The  second  company  then  s-ts  up  '-jnbush  sites  in  the  area  of 
extraction. 


e.  T7o-»*tar  Sunoresston  and  Counter  Tortar  Technique  I  The  area  around 
a  FSB  is  covered  v/ith  artillery  concentrations  to  a  distance  of  3»000  meters. 
Fire  Suooo 't  Base  Peak  vras  ringed  with  142  such  concentrations  to  a  distance 
of  3,000  meters.  Each  tube  of  every  firing  unit  within  range  is  assigned 
responsibility  for  a  specified  number  of  concentrations.  Each  night  specific 
concentrations  are  cancelled  b  ,sod  on  am':ush  patrols,  ^^en  the  request  to 
fire  the  counter  mortar  program  is  initiated  !:he  guns  automatically  fire  pre¬ 
arranged  data.  The  area  con  be  rapidly  saturated.  The  targets  are  assigned 

at  I'andom  based  on  the  GT  line.  Rcjidon  assignment  assures  that  the  area  will 
bo  saturated  *nd  that  no  significant  dead  space  occu*'s  should  one  howitzer 
become  nonopeiutional.  Ammunition  ejcpenditure  is  minimized  as  each  gun  fires 
one  round  at  each  target, 

f.  Mortar  qaidai  The  enem;’’  is  often  aware  of  the  maximum  range  of 
artillery  at  a  FSB  and  consequently  will  locate  just  outside  this  range.  To 
counter  this  the  4*2”  mortar  platoon  is  sometimes  moved  to  the  edge  of  the 
maximum  raiige  fan  giving  rifle  companies  an  additional  5,000  meters  forward 
of  the  maximum  arty  range  to  operate.  The  company  on  the  FSB  furnishes  a 
platoon  as  security  for  the  mortars.  The  mortars  and  security  platoon  return 
to  the  FSB  prior  to  darkness  and  the  rifle  company  moves  back  within  the 
arty  fan. 


g.  Howitzers  for  Direct  Fire  Support  FSB  I  Due  to  variations 
in  terr'in  it  is  often  necessary  to  outpost  portions  of  a  FSB,  To  break  up 
the  defensive  pattern,  direct  fire  artillery  is  placed  on  the  position  in  lieu 
of  a  manned  outpost, 

h.  Pnanlanned  Alternate  LZs  to  Re inf or ea  Hot  LZsl  Several  alternate 
LZs  should  be  selected  for  each  primary  LZ  vrhere  possible.  All  companies  in 
the  operation,  to  include  the  reaction  force,  should  be  made  aware  of  primary 
and  alternate  LZs.
